ALBERTA EXPORT 
LIQUOR HOUSES 


TO CLOSE MARCH 1! 


Liquor export houses in Alberta will 
not be affected by the action reported 
from Ottawa to the effect that an 
order in council has been passed to 
clgse out such establishments in Sas- 
katchewan. The government in that 
province had asked the dominion au- 
thorities to cancel the licenses ot the 
Hquor companies, but in Alberta’ the 
provincial government has the power 
in its own hands and has already 
moved in the direction of # closure 
on all export. business. 


Mareh 1 is the date on which the 
liquor houses in this province are to 
pass out. There are now ten such 
companies doing business in the pro- 
vince, of which only one, the Glasgow 
Wine & Spirit Company, is in Ed- 
monton, Calgary has five of the ten 
exporting concerns, Lethbridg» threo 
and Medicine Hat one. 


Bonded liquor houses, which are 
licensed by the dominion government, 
on the approval of the provincial at- 
torney general, will also be affected 
by the order and will close ont at the 
first of next March, after which date 
liquor can be brought into the pro- 
vince by the government only.

BORROWED BOAT 
TO CROSS LAKE, 
IS STILL MISSING 


| Provincial police authorities are 
conducting a thorough investigation 
into the mysterious disappearance of 
Loulg Berglar, a farmer of the Lake 
Oliver district, eact of Wetaskiwin, 
who has not been seen since Sunday, 
October 22, when he borrowed a boat 
‘from a neighbor with the intention of 
rowing across the lake to his ay 
property. 

While the lake has been dragged on 
the belief that Berglar met his fate 
by drowning, the body has net been 
recovered, It is stated, however, that 
due to the long weeds which bound 
invthesaeter, th 4s possible that the 
body may be held at the bottom of 
ithe lake by these growths. 
| First reports of Berglar's disapnear- 
jance came to the attention of the pro- 
vincial police authorities, when Cor- 
poral Cawsey of Wetaskiwin was no- 
tified by neighbors on friday evening, 
October 27. Corporal Cawsey immed- 
iately proceeded to Lake Oliver and 
made his way to the farm of Adam 
Jack, the neighbor who loaned the 
rowboat to Berglar. | 

Jacks stated that Perglar wie at his 
home on the evening ef Sunday, Oc- 
tober 22, and asked for the loan of his 
boat to cross the lake to his own home. 
The night being exceptionally dark, 
Jacks said he advised Serglar to re- 
main over night. Berglar, however, 
tqpk the boat and is presumed to have 
started across the lake. 

On Tuesday, October 31, Berglar's 
daughter came to Jacks’ plice and 
asked him if he had seen her father. 
Jacks stated that he became anxious 
and searching the lake, came upon the 
rowboat in a small bay, a half mile 
from Berglar’s place. The boat con- 
taining the oars, and a rifle, was lying 
in the rushes at a point where the 
water was quite deep. The lunch that 
Berglar had carried with him on the 
Sunday morning, had apparently been 
eaten, the paper in which it tad been 
wrapped, being found in the rowboat. 

Mrs. Berglar, wife of ‘the missing 
man, declared that she knew of no - 
‘reason for her husband's disappeat- 
ance and was not aware of his reason 
for leaving the house on the Sunday 
morning. She further stated tbat the 
man was subject to heart failure and 
cramps and could not swim. 


Investigation of all possible angles 
which might indicate that Berglar had 
met with foul play had been made and 

it is concluded that the missing man 
has either been drowned or left his 
jhome. The lake is beginning to 
freeze and the authorities are con- 
tinuing their investigations in’ the 
hope of finding the body.—Journal,

The question that is exciting Engy 
land is: “Should homework foy school 
schildren be abolished?” It arose 
from the observation of Sir George 
Newman, chief medical officer of the 
British board of education, in hfs an- 
nual report, that “homework and pre- 
paration for examinations tell very 
hardly upon many girls.”, This state- 
ment is Hayle to be seized upon, how- 
ever, as a pretext for discovering ail- 
ments where there are none,

The view is held by some educa- 
tional authorities in Britain that play 
and fresh air and rest are more im- 
portant than memorizing French verbs 
parsing English and solving problems 
in algebra at home during hours when 
the child mind ought to be free to ex- 
pand. But surely it must largely de- 
pend upon how the home work is 
given. The layman will be inclined 
to believe that when home work — is 
laborious and trying, its value js ques- 
tionable and its results doubtful. Forc- 
ed study or cramming is unnatural. 


On the other hand pupils themselves 
have to admit ‘that it is unusual for 
them to get too much homeworki and 
they know, too, that most of thejr.per- 
sonal study is done through home- 
work. They are instructed during the 
day time. They study at night. And 
really the work done at home is what 
put the foundation facts Of. thelr edu- 
cation into their heads. ~ 


\Boys and girls attending school have 
to confess, that to their knowledge, 
homework never seriously affected the 
health of any of their school comrades. 
t- interferes often with their going to 
the movies, or to the rink, but it does 
no harm to study one or two hours ex- 
ery evening. There is such a thing as 
being afraid of work, whether home- 
work or day work, and {t is not a thing 
to be encouraged. If you are going to 
get. anywhere in this world you have 


to work for it, and work hard, and 


the habit of work is one of the best 
habits one,can acquire. *

THE LANGUAGE OF THE 
' BEES 


| Touch and scent appear to be the 
mediums of communication among 
bees, according to observations made 
by Prof,’Carl yon Frisch. The quota- 
tions below: are from. a review in 
The Scientific American. Van Frisch 
placed a-dish of sugar solution on a 
table by an open window. Shortly 
after a chance bee_had noted this-and 
flown off with booty therefrom, the 
dish was crowded with bees. When 
it was removed they disappeared very 
quickly, savo:for an occasional recon- 
noiterer, When a fresh dish was set 
out they quickly reappeared in quan- 
tities, By touching the back of each 
bee with a spot of color the experi- 
menter then perceived that subsequent 
bees had been sent, and not escorted. 
We read: oy 

The conduct of the rediscoverer on 
her return to the hive wag next noted. 
She first gave over her plunder to the 
workers, and then executed a curious 
dance, describing circles and other fig- 
ures. Her audience watched her at- 
tentively and attempeted to touch her. 
When one of the marked’ bees suc- 
ceeded in this the latter at once made 
her exit and flew, to the, feeding place. 
but the unmarked bees soon ceased to 
pay her any attention. It appears 
that there is here some means of com- 
munication based upon touch rather 
than upon sight or hearing; and that 
it fs adequate for giving information 
as to the presence or absence of food, 
but inadequate to give its location un- 
less. it be already known to the reci- 
plent of the message. 

“xperiments with two dishes. of 
food at a considerable distance apart 
verified this. Ag before, after they 
had once been discovered the dishes 
were remoyed and ultimately replaced, 
but when replaced the ‘white’ dish was 
rediscovered by a ‘white’ bee; and as 
the latter returned to the hive, not 
only the ‘white’ but the ‘yellow’ bees 
responded to her rance,/left the hive 
and flew to their respective dishes, 
the ‘yellow’ bees of course haying the 
search in vain. As before unmarked 
bees ignore the dancer. 


“That there i a little more ‘flexi- 
bility to the signal-system than this 
might indicate appeared when natural 
conditions were imitated, linden and 
acacia blossoms being offered respec- 
tively to groups of bees accustomed to 
seek these. The dancing linden bee 
now occasioned excitement only among 
the linden bees, and’ not among the 
acacia group, The same distinction 
was made when two dishes\ of sugar 
were differently perfumed, suggesting 
that scent rather than actuat moditi., 
cation. of the signals may have been 
responsible. While blotting paper sat- 
urated- with sugar water was substi- 
tuted ‘instead of the dishes, the bees 
found some :difficulty. in: sucking the 
fluid up, and. returned only half laden. 
They did not trouble to. perform the 
dance, showing that this is reserved 
for exceptionally rich finds.”

WINTERING STEERS 


More cattle were marketed in west- 
ern Canada during October and Noy- 
vember than during the other ten 
months of the year and at prices low- 
er than generally prevail at any other 
season, A large number of cattle thus 
marketed were of good type but are 
immature and unfinished and would, 
with some more careful feeding, show 
an increased: weight and bring a high- 
er price per pound. For eight years 
cattle have been purchased by the 
Rosthern experimental station in the 
autumn, fed on home grown feeds dur- 
ing the winter and sold in the spring 
at good profits over labor and interest 
with the one exception of 1921 when 
the unexpected slump in prices put so 
many cattlemen out of business. 

Shelter—-Buildings are not neces- 
sary but where trees are not avail- 
able an enclosure 80 feet square pro- 
vided with an 8ft fence and with a div- 
ision down the middle and a ‘pole and 
straw roof covering 20 to 30 feet of 
the north side affords ideal accommo- 
dation for two lots of 20 steers cach. 
This must be provided with feed racks 
and feed troughs for hay and meal. 
A drawing illustrating this may be 
had by Writing the superintendent, 
experimental station, Rosthern. 

Comfort--If the himps are not tak- 
en from under the shelter at least two 
or three times a week and straw put 
down the cattle will lie down any: 
where or stand beside the fence and 
shiver; but if the shelter is frequent- 
ly provided with clean straw then all 
the cattle lie under the shelter, 

Dehorning—Cattle with horns — will 
not thrive in such close quarters. 
Some will not be allowed by the oth- 
ers to feed nor to go under the shel- 
ter, 

Water—If water is made available 


B.}at all times by providing a heater in 


the tank the cattle will drink often 
but never enough at one time to take 
a chill, 

Feeds.—Oats and barley are neces: 
sary with a larger proportion of oats 
at. the beginning and a larger propor- 
tion of barley towards the end of the 
feeding period. Three pounds per 
steer per day is sufficient to start 
on gradually increasing to twelve 
pounds per day by the end of April. 
Hay, either native or cultivated, is 
good roughage though oat straw will 
do until the last six weeks when hay 
must be fed for best results. Turnips 
or ensilage at 24 pounds per day af- 
ford splendid succulent feed although 
good resulfs have been obtained with- 
out either. 

Summary.---Buy steers of good type 
when prices are low. Dehorn.  Pro- 
vide adequate shelter and comfort. 
Provide available drinking water.—Ex- 
perimental Farms Note. ‘

Statements to Municipal Convention 

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture, who returned at the end 
of the week from the convention of 
municipal districts at Calgary, reiter- 
ated the statement made to the con- 
vention that there would be no legis- 
lation for seed grain relief during the 
coming session. “I emphasized to the 
convention, when questioned as to the 
policy of the government in this matter 
that the government was merely the 
administrator for the state, and that 
it was the state’s money, the people's 
money, that had been spent on seed 
grain relief, and that the government 
‘had decided against passing the cre- 
dits of the people further in this mat- 
ter.
